Redding is now acting 
president of BCC. 

Dr. Newcomb feels that 
Dr. Redding is just the kind 
of president which the 
college needs to get ‘‘back on 
its feet.”” In a létter which 
Dr. Newcomb sent to faculty 
and various groups on 
campus, he expressed _ his 
fear that another stranger 
could polarize BCC, as 
happened three’ years 
previously when Dr. Smith’ 
took over the presidency. 

One problem has arisen, 


however, it seems that under 
Federal guidelines a college 
must advertise on a national 
level, in a way to reach 
educators before a 
presidential position is filled. 
It seems that Dr. Reddig did 
not apply for the position so 
he is ineligible for con 
sideration by the board 
which will soom be ar- 
bitrating on eleven persons 
who were picked from the 
candidates and are con 
sidered eligible. 

Dr. Newcomb wishes the 
board to consider Dr. 
Reddig as a candidate for 
the presidential position. Dr. 
Newcomb feels that if

Some students have been 
circulating petitions to get 
Reddig appointed to the post, 
but Dr. Newcomb has not yet 
received any. Of the three 
hundred and forty letters 
which Dr. Newcomb sent 
out, he has received only one 


unfavorable reply and 
nearly fifty favorable 
replies.

Instead of 
squeezing two cots and an 
examination room into one 
small area, we now have 
room for at least five cots in 
one section alone.’’ She 
stated that as soon as work 
on the electricity and 
plumbing is completed, she 
and her assistant Mrs. Pat 
Wilson, R.N., will be able to 
finish moving in, ‘hopefully 
by the end of the first week in 
October.”

ment, including medication 
dispensed at the clinic, are 
completely free of charge.

After obtaining a Bachelor 
of Science degree from 
Calvin College and a Master 
of Science from Yeshiva 
University, Foster taught 
physics for several years in 
a high school in New Jersey 
before coming to BCC in 
1969. 

Since 1969, Jack Foster 
has served BCC in several 
capacities. Currently  ser- 
ving as chairman of the 


Foster stressed that he 
still considers himself a 
teacher far more than an 
administrator. He balances 
the two roles about equally, 
strongly~connecting student 
advisement with arranging 
interviews and transfers for 
students to upper division 
schools. 

Foster elaborated on the 
role the faculty in his 
department should play.

well aquainted with the 
superb productions put on by 
the BCC Players under the 
direction of Angelo Zuccolo.

Company. 

Mr. Zuccolo in discussing 
the reason for the name 


change stated that ‘‘with the 
growth of the academic or 
curricular theatre program, 
it is more logical for the 
college that the theatre 
department be more co 
curricular than extra 
curricular. The emphasis of 
the new company is placed 
on a distinct relationship 
within the college as opposed 
to being only a club. In short, 
as in true of all two year 
campuses with a vital 
academic theatre program, 
the skills and techniques 
which are studied in the 


classroom atmosphere need 
to be put into practice.” 
The Theatre Practicum 
‘course taught at BCC by 
Gary Corliss is a prime 
example of the type of 
theatre course that needs to 
have an opportunity for the 
students to put their skills to 
use. This way all the 
students in the class can take 
an active part in becoming 
lighting designers, set 
construction builders,

The film attempts to impress 
upon the audience the oh-so- 
sophisticated behavior of the 
filthy rich, only to come off 
as a sophomoric look at 
those people with money, but 
no brains. 


While speaking of tasteless 
and boring films, it is 
noteworthy to point out that 
M.A.S.H. is currently 
playing at the Airport Drive- 
In. Co-featured with it is 
Young Frankenstein, that 


excellent Mel Brooks satire 


on old horror films. Since 
neither of these films needs 
an introduction, I will take 
the opportunity to mention 
that Robert Altman, the 
director of M.A.S.H., is also 
the director of Nashville, a 
forthcoming film which 
explores the corruption 
hidden beneath the 
glamorous and freewheeling 
surface of the country music 
scene. And riding high on the 
present Sherlock Holmes 
nostalgia trip, Mel Brooks’ 
next film is tentatively 
entitled Sherlock Holmes’ 


Younger, Smarter Brother, 
which is schedyled to be 
released sometime this 
winter. 

Meanwhile, this week’s 
award for creative. com- 
binations of sex and violence 
on film goes, hands down, to 
Dirty Harry and Magnum 
Force, two Clint Eastwood 
vehicles currently playing at 
the Cameo Theater. In an 


unprecedented, but  ob- 
viously inspired, move 
which no doubt 


revolutionized sundry areas 
of cinematic tradition, 
nearly half the people killed 
in Magnum Force were 
murdered with their clothes 
off. The thud of magnum 
shells into soft female bodies 
is something no film 
aesthete will want to miss. 
There’s also an incredibly 
delightful scene of a 
prostitute who is held down 
while a can of cleaning fluid 
is poured down her throat.

Just as bloody, but less 
realistic, are the three films 
currently playing at the 
Vestal Drive-In—Scars of 
Dracula, Horror— of 


Frankenstein, and Lust for a 
Vampire. Scars of Dracula, 
starring British horror actor 
Christopher Lee in his fifth 
film as the famous vampire 
(this one was released in 
1971), features several 
gallons of blood and one or 
two buxom servant girls. 
Among other niceties, the 
film includes a_ scene 
wherein a church 
congregation is wiped out by 
a horde of vampire bats. The 
bats were all right, but I feel 
that sharks might have been 
more effective. 


Horror of Frankenstein, a 
remake of Curse. of 
Frankenstein (a 1957 film 
featuring Lee as The 
Monster), also released in 
1971, is much funnier than 
the co-featured Dracula 
film. Whereas the Dracula 
film makes some attempt to 
be serious, Horrors of 
Frankenstein seems con- 
tinually to poke fun at itself. 
At times, it’s almost as 
ridiculous as Young 
Frankenstein. But the blood 
is still there, along with the 
buxom servant girls, so it is 
certainly every bit as 
good(?) as the Dracula flick.

Gravity's Rainbow Sparkles

Gravity’s Rainbow is a 
remarkable novel about 
World War Two that cap 
tures an age in transition, 
especially in the personality 
of its main character, 
Lieutenant Slothrop. 
Through a quirk of his body 
he can tell where the next V- 
2 rocket will fall in England. 
Sought after by soldiers and 
scientists, he goes on a 
hilarious’ and _picaresque 
journey encountering many 
odd characters along the 
way. 

Thomas Pynchon, who 
wrote the book, mixes 
factual and farcical 


elements excellently. He can 
go from a rocket bombing 
with hundreds of injured 
people, to a scene where 
Slothrop meets Mickey 
Rooney while trying to steal 
a pound of hashish under an 
archway. It is this blend that 
makes it so entertaining 
where other war novels turn 
morose. 

The other characters 
compliment Slothrop; Roger 
Mexico, who has a great deal 
of trouble with his 
girlfriends; Gottfried and 
Katje, a brother and a sister 
caught up in the Nazi web; 
Captain Blicero, a 
degenerate German who is 
captured by the Americans 
while trying to chop down all

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the trees in the forest; and 
Seaman Bodine, a raucous 
AWOL sailor with a wild 
sense of humor and an 
ability to play the guitar, 
who involves Slothrop in his 
mad drug-dealing schemes. 

Ultimately, scientists 
invent a new. rocket, which 
makes Slothrop’s powers 
ineffective and gradually 
turns him into a nonentity, 
still alive but uncared for 
and never spoken to by his 
own men. 

Pynchon, through his use 
of imagery, makes us feel 
the anguish of people at 
roadside - abandoned by 
their leaders and thrown out 
of their homes so the army 
can have a place to stay. In 
one of the most harrowing 
scenes; one of the new 
rockets is fired at London, 
and it hits a movie theater, 
killing everyone inside. 
Thus, Pynchon illustrates a 
frightening fact: that the 
future will be filled with even 
worse weapons of 
destruction, that the people 
will have very little to say 
about them, and that the 
military will keep them 
secret until the day they 
fire them at a target.

At quarter of ten on the 
night of June 8th, 1901, two 
westbound freight trains 
were involved in a rearend 
collision. What made this 
collision different than any 
other collision was that the 
last car next to the caboose 
of the forward train was 
loaded with dynamite. The 
collision ignited the 
dynamite and the explosion 
lifted the back end of the 
forward train and both 
engines into the air. The 
other train was drawn from 
the track and thrown upon 
the top of the bank. In the 
crash; five men were killed, 
three were seriously injured, 
and four others were treated 
for injuries. The crews of 
both trains were inhabitants 
of Elmira and no citizens of 
Vestal were seriously 
jured. 

The first engine (NO. 388) 
was a light, soft coal burner 
and the second engine (NO. 
626) was a heavy, Clum 
burner. No distinguishable 
parts of the first locomotive 
could be found and the 
second engine was almost 
completely dismantled. 
Some parts of the engines 
were thrown over seventy- 
five feet. A large hole was 
blown in the ground and was 
filled with twisted irons, car 
trucks, pieces of both 
engines and the coal and box 
cars. The momentum of the 
explosion sent all the cars of 
the one train into the hole 


in 


until it was completely filled. 

After the explosion, people 
from all over the area 
flooded to the ruins. There 
were about ten thousand 


people at the site. Many of 


the people were searching 
for souvenirs. Pieces of the 
wreck were scattered over a 
radius of three quarters of a 
mile in every direction. 
Souvenir hunters worked 
from daybreak till sunset 
and some even by torch light 
during the night. Every 
movable part of the 
wreckage was carted away. 

One of the bodies was 
found under the wheels of the 
first, engine, unclothed and 
limbs were dangling. One 
hundred feet from the wreck 
laid another unclothed body. 
Part of the bodies of two 
others were found in the 
ditch and’ the head and 
shoulders of another was 
found near the bottom of the 
ditch. 

A hundred’ pound section 
of rail was thrown about a 
quarter of a mile from the 
site. Most of the wreckage 
seemed to be scattered to the 
North of the explosion. This 
was probably because there 
was a hill on the south side of 
the tracks. 

No house or building 
escaped the effects of the 
explosion. The window lights 
were nearly all blown out of 
the Vestal Station and many 
of the town’s buildings. It 
was reported that from the 
tracks; one could see holes 
blown in the roofs and sides 
of buildings. One house had 


all of it’s windows and doors 
blown in. Even the furniture 
was marred and the plaster 
was falling off the wall after 
the explosion. The Vestal 
M.E. Church had all of their 
plate glass windows blown 
out of the front and nothern 
sides of the building. 

The greatest damage was 
done to the post office 
building where the entire 
front of the building was 
blown in, Two people were 


hundred dollars and about — 
seven hundred dollars to 
each of Rounds’ houses. 

The shock of the explosion _ 
was plainly felt in 
Binghamton. Buildings — 
swayed and windows shook 
as frightened people 
crowded the streets. One 
whole glass front was 
demolished on Court Street. 
The fire alarm was given

The huge task of clean-up remained after the explosion and 


the air of panic had passed. 


injured in this incident. Also 
heavy damage was done to 
the Round’s residences in 
Vestal. Half the windows 
were blown out, sashes and 
sills were sprung, and the 
chimney came tumbling 
down. It was estimated that 
the damage to the post office 
building was about five 


People came from miles around to view the wreckage, and many collected souvenirs and 
browsed to their hearts content.

around town in hope of 
locating the explosion. Soon 
the fire companies were 
called back in and the 
mystery continued. All the 
wires were blown in the 
vicinity of the explosion. It 
was almost two hours later 
that the information hit 
Binghamton. Many people 
went to the scene of the 
wreck that night. Physicians 
and officials went on a 
special train to Vestal where 
some of the dead and injured 
were brought back to 
Binghamton. Most of the 
crowd did not venture to the 
site until Sunday. rons 

“On arriving at Vestal 
Sunday morning, the sight 
was something to behold. 
The first thing noted that 
would indicate any unusual 
occurrence was the railroad 
Station. There was not a 
piece of glass left on the side 
of the building towards the 
wreck; even the window 
frames were blown in.” 
Vestal residents hope that 
the year 1901 never occurs 
again, in this manner 
anyway.

When George Higgin- 
bottom and other Broome 
Faculty members were 
setting up the new bicen 
tennial history course for 
high school students, at 
Greene Central High School 
this fall, they thought that the 
Greene High School Faculty 
was working to schedule 
interested high school 
seniors. But when the 


“Broome CC Faculty con 


tacted Greene on some last 
minute details, nobody at 
Greene Central High School 
knew about the program. 


The problem seemed to 
stem from the fact that the 
person who proposed the 
course was just a Greene 
resident and did not contact 
the schoel about it. 
Therefore, Greene had 
already done all of its

scheduling and Broome was 
stuck with a course and no 
students. The idea of the 
course was to give these high 
school seniors a chance to 
look at college academics. 

Higginbottom, who was 
responsible for gathering 
interested faculty members 
to work on this course on a 
volunteer basis (without any 
workload deductions), 
succeeded in drawing four 
students from Greene to take 
the course. Then, it was 
to. allow BCC 
students to take the course 
for. credits. Again, un- 
fortunate scheduling 
prohibited many interested 
students from taking the 
course. Two Broome 
students were able to pick up 
the course and many more 
were interested but denied 
by scheduling conflicts. 

The new bicentennial 
course, HIS 230, is to offer an 
in-depth study of the 


bicentennial period between 
our nations independence to 
the Civil War. This is a very 
important era in our nation’s 
history. A birth of a new 
government and how it 
developed and the establish- 
ment of political parties are 
only a few instances of the 
history of this period. This is 
when 


our nation was 
growing together and 
strengthening. 


In an interview with Mrs. 
Joanne Maniago, a professor 
of History, she stated that 
this would be an_ in- 
terdisciplinary style of 
course. In this style of 
teaching, the students will be 
directed in different fields of 
study. Joanne Maniago will 
look at the bicentennial with 
a note on it’s historical 
factor,’ Mr. Robert Keller 
will introduce the art of this 
era, Mrs. Jean Herman will 
proceed and study the aspect 
of music on this era, Mr. 


Russell Littlefield will talk 
about the literature of this 
period, and Mr. James 
Boyden will study the 
philosophical issues of this 
time. 


Mrs. Maniago stated that 
the group will take two 
special trips. Mr. Keller will 
guide the group through the 
sites of Cooperstown where 
some of the finest exhibits of 
this period of study is shown, 
Another trip that is planned 
on is a barge on the Erie 
Canal near Rome. Mrs. 
Maniago hoped also to in 
clude a trip to Montrose. She 
feels that this town is 
probably one of the best 
historically preserved towns — 
in the East.

Conservation News 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service (FWS) recently 
announced that effective 
August 1, 1975, the grizzly 
bear is classified as a 
‘‘threatened’’ species 
throughout its range in the 
“lower 48’’ states. This 
ruling means, in general, 
that the grizzly bears of the 
48 conterminous states may 
not be taken except “in 
defense of human life, or to 
remove demonstrable but 
non-immediate threats to 
human safety, or to prevent 
significant depredations on 
livestock lawfully on the 
premises. 

Grizzlies in Montana’s 


Bob Marshall Ecosystem 


(excluding Glacier National 
Park) may continue to be 
hunted in accordance with 
the state; until the total 
number of bears killed for 
any reason in the ecosystem 
reaches 25 for the year. The 
other two ecosystems af- 
fected by the ruling are 
Yellowstone (segments of 
Wyoming, Montana, and 
Idaho) and Selway-Bitterrot 
(segments of Idaho and

Conservation News 

With electricity bills 
rising skyward and some 
members of the power in 
dustry having invested 
millions of dollars in media 
campaigns against per- 
manent pollution controls 
last year, environmental 
protection has come away 
with a tarnished reputation. 

However, a recent report 
prepared by an independent 
research team for the En 
vironmental Protection 
Agency does a lot to clean-up 
pollution controls bad name, 
economically. According to 
a study by Temple, Barker, 
and Sloan, Inc.,_ en- 
vironmental controls were 
responsible for no more than 
five percent of the increase 
in electriciy rates during 
1974 when the average 
consumer costs for elec- 
tricity rose by 30 per cent on 
a per kilowatt hour basis. 

So what was responsible 
for the bulk of the cost in 


The New York Public 
Interest Research Group, 
Inc., is a ‘“‘non partisan, 
research and advocary 
organization’? according to 
the NYPIRG handbook from 
SUNY-Binghamton. 

The group offers an actual 
course on several campuses, 
in which student researchers 
learn techniques from 
NYPIRG instructors.

crease? It should come as a 
surprise to no one that 
higher fossil fuel prices 
accounted for 60 percent of 
the rate increase alone. In 
the wake of 1973 Arab oil 
embargo, fossil fuel prices 
themselves shot up 82.2 
percent — due to the com- 
bined effect of a 120 percent 
increase in oil prices and a 
68.5 percent increase in coal 
prices. 


A 33 percent increase in 
the cost of natural gas, 
which is controlled by in 
terstate regulations, was 
relatively less important 
factor in the rate increase. A 
shift in generation toward 
hydroelectric and nuclear 
power somewhat mitigated 
the impact of these increases 
in foss-fuel costs. 


In the past, one of the 
major’ strategies for 
achieving pollution control 
in power plants has been to 
switch from high sulfur fuels 


to recruit and maintain 
campus researchers and 
interest. 

Money for various 
projects comes mainly from 
students who contribute two 
dollars per semester. On this 
income alone, statewide, 
NYPIRG is very sound 
financially. 

The various area groups 
do research in such areas as 
prescription drug prices, 
jury selection and voter 
registration. Following these 
studies NYPIRG~ has 
published over 50 booklets 
and pamphlets to inform the 
consumer (in the 
Binghamton area)  dif- 
ferences and services in 
study areas. 

A professional staff works 
under the control of the 
student board in each area 
“to provide continuity and 
expertise often lacking in 
other student 


to low sulfur ones. Such 


_conversions combined to 


increase the total fuel cost of 
electrical power generation 
only 1.5 percent. As for the 
increase in nonfuel costs, 
such as financing and ser- 
vicing, total capital ex- 
penditures for environment 
purposes accounted for eight 
percent. However, the report 
cautions that estimating the 
non-fuel portion of rate in 
creases is extremely dif- 
ficult, because utilities do 
not report capital ex- 
penditures separately. 


EPA Administrator 
RussellE. Train has added a 
note of caution about the 
future impact of en- 
vironmental controls in 
releasing the report saying, 


“Itis anticipated that future 
rate increases attributable 
to enviromental regulations 
may become larger over the

NYPIRG is_ planning 
several projects for this fall. 
Highlighting these projects 
are several consumer 
studies and a legislative 
program designed to get 
students more involved in 
state governmental func- 
tions.

Tickets Available 
Despite Rumor

The Broome Dusters are turning the final corner to the 
’75-'76 season and former player Paul Brown is the teams 
new public relations man. 

Rumors that the Dusters sold nearly all of the 4,793 seats, 
as season tickets are false according to Brown who stated, 
““we’ll always keep yh we feel is a good proportion for the 
general public.” 

Last year 3,400-3,500 season passes-were sold and Brown 
stated ‘‘we sold a few more than last year,” but no exact 
numbers are yet available. It has been suggested in a 
recent Sun-Bulletin article that about 1,000 tickets will be on 
sale for each game. 

Brown has the right idea-““We don’t want to form a closed 
club here,”’ after all the hockey team is for the entire county 
anda few persons. Those holding season tickets, shouldn’t 
have exclusive rights. Brown sees no need to put a limit on 
season pass sales, because, chances are, sales would never 
go so high as to exclude the general public. . 

But, no matter how its handled the ticket problems will

always exist, there will always be lines and inevitably _ 


never enough tickets for everybody. 

With respect to the hockey club this year several players 
have retired including Ted MacKaskill and Brown himself. 
The team will train from October 1st to the 8th in Niagara 
Falls, and following camp will play seven exhibition games. 

Coach Wayne Clairmont is back, and all of last year’s 
players have been invited back. New players will have to 
beat out the veterans for a spot on the club. 

Rod Bloomfield has signed a two year pact and Ken 
Gratton and goalie Rich LeMay have both inked contracts. 

“We expect the league to be 200 percent stronger,’’ 
because there are more former WHA players, according to 
Brown. New teams and several working agreements with 
WHA teams will also strengthen the league. The Dusters 

- have agreements with Boston of the NHL and San Diego of 
the WHA, and are working on another with an undisclosed 
team. 

“We feel, that the championship is coming to our city’ — 
but so do all the other teams. The Dusters open the 
exhibition season at Buffalo, Saturday night and are at 
home against Syracuse next Thursday.

Ferrari Ready for U.S. Prix — 


WATKINS GLEN, N.Y.— 
It seems impossible to 
believe that the Ferrari 
Grand Prix team competing 
in the October 3-4-5 Grand 
Prix of the United States 
here is the same team which 
left The Glen in a shambles 
just two years ago. 5 
That edition of one of the 
most famous names in 
racing had suffered through 
a year which could, at best, 
be termed sheer disaster. 
Now the team comes to the 
only 1975 Grand Prix event 
in North America as_ the 
World Champion Con- 
structor of Formula One 
cars and boasts a 26 year old 
Austrian, Niki Lauda, as the 
World Champion Driver. 
But even as the finals fans 
filed away from the Glenand 


the American Grand Prix in~ 
_ 1973, new forces were at 


work in the corridors of the 
Ferrari plant. 

Carefully, painstakingly 
and with infinite attention to 
detail, Ferrari’s team was 
being changed from top to 
bottom. The result of this 
reconstruction of the team 
canbe seen during the Grand 
Prix of the United States 
weekend at The Glen. 

Lauda and Clay Regazzoni 
were snatched from the 
BRM team at the conclusion 
of the 1973 season, as the 
broom swept cleanly 
through the competitions 
department at Maranallo, 
Italy. 

The whole attitude of the 
team had changed. Gone 
was the carefully cultivated 
aggravation, deliberately 
boiled up to keep the former 
drivers on their edge. The 
smoothly running 
organization enabled Lauda 
to develop his Grand Prix 
winning ways while 
Regazzoni’s driving style 
took on a fresh hallmark of 
neatness, something which 
many critics thought never 
would be possible. 

All through the winter of 


1973-74 they tested at the 
marvelous test circuit at 
Fiorano in Italy, and when 
they burst onto the Formula 
One scene at Argentina in 
January, no one could 
believe this was the same 
team. , 

One of the _ principal 
factors to help the team’s 
evolution has been that 
splendid testing facility at 
Fiorano. Built adjacent to 
the Ferrari factory, this 
facility enables the Ferrari 
team to test every facet of 
their car’s development and 
performance. 

All around the 3 mile 
circuit are television 
cameras set to monitor 
every aspect of the car’s~ 
performance into a central 
control panel. The Swiss 
Heuer watch company has 
installed more than 40 photo- 
electric timing beams at 
various places around the 
circuit so that cars can be 
timed on particular sections 
of the circuit. All tests 
sessions are recorded on 
video tape which enables the 
entire session to be played 
back by engineers in front of 
the driver at a later date. 

This year’s car is unique. 
It has a_ transversely 
mounted gearbox and Lauda 
prefers to heap praise on the 
car’s handling rather than 
credit the team’s excellent 


1975 record to a rumored _ 


surplus of power. Rivals, 
however, point out that the 
312T runs with a great deal 
of rear wing angle, 
suggesting that Ferrari’s 
engine department has been 
working very hard over the 
past year. 

All that really matters is 
that a concerted effort by 
everyone’ involved’ at 
Ferrari, from top to bottom, 
has transformed the Grand 
Prix team from a doleful 
also-ran to the status of 
World Champion. 

It’s results. that count, 
nothing else. And Ferrari,
